REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 1, 3-29, and 31-34 remain in this application. Claim 1 is currently amended. 
Claims 29, and 31-34 are allowed. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1 and 3-28 under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 5,935,529 (Saito). The Examiner states that Saito discloses 
supports of titania, zinc oxide, or magnesium oxide impregnated with noble metals such as 
platinum, palladium, and iridium. Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's rejection 
for the following reasons. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to requires a catalyst for converting NO x in exhaust 
gases to NH 3 comprising at least one metal oxide impregnated with at least one noble metal, 
the metal oxide selected from the group consisting of Fe2C>3, 0*203, a combination of Fe2(>3 
and La-Y^[5-Al203, and a combination of Fe 2 C>3 and CeC>2, the noble metal selected from the 
group consisting of Pt, Pd, Ir, and Rh. Applicants respectfully submit that the aforesaid 
required elements are not set forth in Saito. Accordingly, the present invention is not 
anticipated by Saito. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1 and 3-28 under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 3,907,968 (Kobylinski). The Examiner states that Kobylinski 
teaches supports of magnesia and titania impregnated with metal ruthenates. Applicants 
respectfully traverse the Examiner's rejection for the following reasons. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to requires a catalyst for converting NO x in exhaust 
gases to NH3 comprising at least one metal oxide impregnated with at least one noble metal, 
the metal oxide selected from the group consisting of Fe20 3 , Cr20 3 , a combination of Fe20 3 
and La-^p-Al2C>3, and a combination of Fe2C>3 and CeC>2, the noble metal selected from the 
group consisting of Pt, Pd, Ir, and Rh. Applicants respectfully submit that the aforesaid 
required elements are not set forth in Kobylinski. Accordingly, the present invention is not 
anticipated by Kobylinski. 

Based upon the above remarks applicants believe the pending claims of the above- 
captioned application are in allowable form and patentable over the prior art of record. 
Applicants respectfully request that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case.
